Onz of the most interesting reports by 
the Commissionors of the Chinese Im- 
perial Maritime Customs is that furnish: 
ed by Mr F’, A. Carl, the Commissioner 
at Mengisz. He reports that the value 
of the trade for 1895 amounted to Hk, 
Tis. 2,842,819, an increase of ovor 30 
per cent on the trade of tho provious 
yenr, and'itis satisfactory to note that 
merchants admit that they made good 
profits on all imports, except prepared 


tobacco, which has to compete with the| 


local article and that trom Szechwan. 
The Customs revenue for the year is by 
far tha largest ever collected at Mengtsz 
—which was opened to foreign trade in 


1889—amounting to Hk. Tis. 104,103, | 


or on increaco of Hk. Tla. 15,282 over 
the receipts of 1894. ‘The only decrensa 
shown is in opium. . As indicating the 
growing and successful competition of 
Japanese against European articles, Mr 
Carl gives the statistics for matches a5 
follow :—~in 1892, 26,840 gross of 
European matches were imported against 
8,781 gross of Japaneso; in 1893, 
Europes, 8,644, Japanese, 4,913; in 
1894, European, 7,684, Japanese 8,471 ; 
in’ 1896, European, 2308, Japanese, 
13,822, These figures showan enormous 
decrease in the consumption of matches 
comparing J692 with the subsequent 
-years,‘ and no explanation is given jor 
the decreaso, Mr Carl contents bim- 
selt with saying that: ‘Tbe consump- 
tion of both matches and kerosene oil 
ought tobe much larger than it is, for 
there ore no likin. charges ou. either 
throughout the province.’, 

Situated as Meogtsz is on the borders 
of Tonkin, where the French aro be- 
lieved to be exerting their influence to 
divort trade from the Weat River route, 
anything Mr Carl has to any on the 
subject is of paramount interest to 
Hongkong. With regard to passenger 
traffic he says: ‘I am unable to give 
any statistics as to the number of native 
passengers to and from Tonkin, but be- 
lieve that the route through that eoun- 
try to Hongkong is gradually creepin 
into favour with the Chinese, . Coul 
certain formalities be removed, no othe 


wante wantd ha fallamnd in Gatan .. Tha, 
number of foreign passengers to Mengtsz 
was 28, and from Mengtsz, 10; among 
the former are included Prince Henri 
@Urleans and party, who made au ex- 
tensive trip through Western Yunnan 
during the spring and summer months, 
and also tho members of the Fronch Com- 
mercial Missio& who arrived in Decem- 
ber to study the trade prospects of this 
and the neighbouring provinces.” Wo 
have romething to Ee thankful for in 
Honpkong that the French are baulk- 
ing the development of their own Co- 
lony, und that there is still a prospect, 
with a speedy opening of the Wost 
River, of Hongkong enterprise being 
able to gain a largo share of tha pas- 
seager traffic from South-West Yunnan, 
Mr Corl is evidently of opinion that a 
sbare of the general trade should follow 
the West River roate, for he says: 
Although tha import. trade, on the 
whole, exhibits very favourable pro- 

regs, the Chinese merchants, novertho- 
ess, complain cbout the inerensed 
transit dues through ‘Tonkin. Accord- 
ing to their’ etatemcat, the transit dues 
in that: country are in many- inatances 
heavier than the full tariff duties levied 
at the open ports on. the China coast. I 


atppose the trade can stand these heavy 
transit duces, otherwise there would be 
no increase to report for 1895; and the 
fact demonstrates the natural advant- 
ages of the Red River route. Howover, 
it must bo remembered that at present 
thero is almost na competition. - Were 
the likin stations along the West River 
abolished by the Chinese, or if transit 
passes from Canton were used along 
that route, the trade of Mengisz would 
certainly suffer, unless a more liberal 
policy’ was iollowed in Tonkin. ‘Then, 
too, if a Custom House is opened on tho 
Burma-Yunnan frontier, and the pre- 
sont rate of transit charges continues in 
‘Tonkin, we may expect to see the trade 


of Mengtez diminish. yearly. . The Chi- 
nese merchants also complain of being 
foreed to have all cargo examined 
at Uniphong ; they. say it would greatly 
facilitate trade if goods could be sent in 
bond to Laokai (where there is a French. 
Custom House) and: ba examined and 
pay transit dues at that place, Ifsome 
plan of bonding goods shipped in 
steamers to Laokei wero adopted by the 
‘onkin Customs, trade would be much 
facilitated and a great advantage oon- 
ferred onthe owners of the French 
steamers, Hongkong’s share of the 
import trade amounted to Hk ‘Tis. 
1,683,073, or 03 per cent, and Tonkin’s 
share to Hk, Tis, 126,380, or 7 per osnt.’ 
The figores sontained in’ the last sen- 
tence show how large, comparatively 
speaking, is the transit ‘trade “df Hong 
ong with the interior provinces of 
Yuanon, although it is so difficule of, 
access, Gud they. favour the hopa that, 
a grout expansion of trade’ will fallow on 
the opening-up of the Southern and 
Western Provinces. : That: Hongkong, 
in spite of the attempts of the Kreso 
Colenial ‘authorities “to” foster direct 
shipment from the Continent to Tonkin, 
should stil! retain 98 per ognt of the ims 
port trade and 80 per cent of the export 
trade is little short of the marrallons, 
Lf tha Briteh: Government would: only! 
gomnal the Ghinoee. ofdelals. te oher 


existing treaty stipulations in regard to 
traniit passes, the trade of Hongkong * 
vie Canton snd the West River Soild, . 
in course of time, incresse enormously. 
Tt may. be. that the trade of Mangtsz 
forget enteral Yunnan by other 
foutes, but it is more likely tbat this is 
anew trade rendered possible by “the 
pacification of Tonkin and tho throwing 
open of the Red. River route. Foreign 
trado in South China Iebours under 
heavy disadvantages owing to mandarin 
obstruction. Foreign nations have borne 
this obstrtiction far too long. What . 
France is accomplishing with the aid of. - 
Russia. in Western Yunnan, Great 
Britain ought to bo accomplishing in 
Kwangtung ond Kwangst, and thé sooner 
eho undertakes this work the better will 
it be for Foreign Trade, but particularly 
for Horigkong.

Parcels must be posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p.m. on the day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail, “Those arriving from the 
Coast, &e., after this hour aro kept for the 
following P. & O. Mail. :
